sttiiBude of the electronic media* Wo have already t-iped 0 followup of a 
different character that will be aired within the enxt two weeks* un it will 
be Lane, Sauvage, a courageous Texas v/eekly editor, kenn Aones, Jr*, and an 
animate and atri'^ulate samp lex of the abuse to which a fine intellect can be 
twisted, 8 history profes. or named Jacob >ohen, whose mind, unablo to cope 'with 
the Ikill horror of what confronts it, alchemizes the unpleesantne^ into totally 
false foimulationo that slin unembarrassed from his uiouth like ou^s from an 
infant* Secausc of your own toov/ledge of the facts 01 thi.. c.'^cie, I encourage 
you to pay close attention to his conments on this s lOW* It will also seiv© 
to indicate one of the failings of our society in bjoth the assasoination and 
its inouest, and to show what we must guard against in the future for the 
viability of our society* The same station has already taped Lane in an Alan 
Burke show that will be telecast after this ’’special”*

aspects of lart II of my book, Gsweld in the bonds of public authority* 

I can at the mom-nt give only an indefinite answer to your informal invitation 
to speak at your college. It is that I would welcome the opportunity if and when 
I can and if It can be informal, for ^ have no time to prep- c speechos. ‘fhus far 
in those invitations close to home that I have accepted, this has .vorked out 
well save for one problem: stude)nts, God blee- than, prolong the question period 

well p'st the nllotel tine. Because ^ have not yet oiganized any speaking tour 

and bnvG no bureau handling it, I am ac'^epting the fe s that are normally given 
plus expenses* H the moment, I cannot do anything for at least a month ^ 
completing a secuel* One other thing I ask, because of the nature of the subject 
is that a ^3 e recordin': be made for me. Thank you very much for your interest 

and for taking the time to write. Anything you see in the papers that I any not 

see hero in the country con also be of value, m you can send it*
